FP.EDON1A, ARIZ.—For M yean 


Fredoni*, * village of 300 persons, 
which claimi to be farthest from a 
railroad or any city or town in 
the United State*, has existed with- 
out a dependable water nipply. 


Citizens now are celebrating com- 


pletion of a pipe line which runs 
through 1C miles ol barren desert 
to five springs located in the base 
of an 800-foot cliff. The pipe line 
will furnish adequate water for. all 
needs. 


When pioneers first Milled in Fre- 


donia, located in the extreme north 
cenlral section of the state, they 
obtained water from nearby Kanaba 
creek. 
Ranchers watering cattle 


WEST SHOKAN 


the region polluted the 
north of 
stream. 


Settlers resorted to digging shal- 


low wells, but this practice proved 
unsatisfactory, for the water was 
tepid and alkaline. 


In 1913 an Australian visitor uti- 


lized roofs of houses to obtain badly 
needed water. 
Using corrugated 


iron roofs, \V. J. Brooks'oy drained 
rainfall into cisterns. Until the pipe 
line was completed the iron roof 
method was virtually Fredonia's 
sole means of obtaining water. 
During periods of drouth some wa- 
ter was hauled to from other com- 
munities by truck. 


Finally the town proposed con- 


struction of a pipe line and planned 
to finance the project with Public 
Works administration loans. 
The 


project was abandoned wh^n.PWA 
funds were withdrawn. 


Two years elapsed before federal 


funds were made available. 


Although most cities and towns in 


the nation regard a water supply as 
an ordinary civic achievement, Fre- 
donians will celebrate their long 
fight every time they take a bath or 
drink a glass of water.

That means less business for 
the corner grocery, for doctor, lawyer and 
candlestick maker. It means that bills can- 
not be collected, and that rent goes unpaid. 
In many cases where men cannot find new 
jobs they must apply for relief, and become 
a burden to the taxpayers. 


A burned factory no longer pays taxes, or 


does its part in support of community en- 
deavors. The load must be distributed among 
others. There are cases on record where the 
destruction by fire of a community's only- 
large industry has ended civic progress. 


You .can't insure against losses such as 


this. You can't make up for lost jobs, wealth, 
orders, taxes. What fire takes from us is 
gone forever—it is utter and complete eco- 
nomic destruction. Fire prevention is a cause 
in which every one of us should enlist—and 
there's no better time for joining the fight 
than during Fire Prevention Week, which is 
1o be nationally observed early next month. 


JOBS FOR COLLEGE MEN 


Earnings of college students and graduates 


have been rising. The director of New York 
University's Bureau of Employment reports 
that alumni and students who were placed by 
it last year earned an average of $91 more 
per capita than those who got jobs the year 
before. Many of the current jobs at the 
World's Fair paid slightly better hourly rates 
and salaries than similar work elsewhere, 
though the employment director thought 
they were "generally fair" wages—neither 
too high nor too low. 


College people generally have had better 


success obtaining work this last year than in 
other recent years. This is as important a 
factor as the wages paid. Wise ones consider 
the regular job the main thing to them so 
far.

While grabbing their neighbors' territory, 


the Nazis are sacrificing foreign trade con- 
quests no less valuable. Germany at present, 
and probably for a long time to come, has 
shut herself off from a world trade which 
she had slowly won back, with much effort, 
after the last war. 


It is inevitable that countries now at peace, 


with access to those lost markets, should 
take advantage of their opportunity. This is 
especially true of the United States with re- 
spect to Latin-America. Present world perils 
are driving nil the free American countries 
closer together, not merely for self-defense 
bin for mutual and profitable exchange of 
goods. There is developing a "common front" 
in the Xo\v World, economically as well as 
politically. 


This movement is naturally discussed and 


promoted by the Conference of American 
Republics at Panama City. It affords a good 
opportunity to readjust lost markets and 
creates new ones, far from the perils of 
Europe and Asia, in the prosperous and shel- 
tered regions of our own hemisphere.

AUTO-SHOW DEMOCRACY 


Thc shcnv committee of the Automobile 


I.lanufaclurers' Association has announced 
that admission to the National Automobile 
Sho\y \vhk-h is opening in New York City on 
October 35 will be only 40 cents. It has 
usually been 50 to 75 cents.

attract more customers. Officials give a fur- 
ther explanation. The lower price recognizes 
thc fact that in the four decades since the 
show was established the automobile has 
come io be an essential part of the lives nf 
people in all walks of life. It is reasonable, 
therefore, lo charge a price which people in 
more walks of life can manage to pay. 


A middle-aged woman complained of pain under 


the breast bone. When swallowing food she felt that 
when the food reached this certain spot in the oeso- 
phagus (the lube carrying the food from the throat 
down to stomach) it seemed to "stick" there and 
cause the pain. Her physician felt that the pain 
could not be caused by a growth (cancer) as there 
was no loss of weight or other symptoms. On the 
other hand, although in the region of the heart, 
there were no signs of heart disease—shortness of 
breath, swollen feet. 


To ease the patient's mind about cancer, she was 


examined by the fluoroscope (Xray) and a mirror, 
and buttermilk containing barium sulphate was giv- 
en her to swallow. Tiie barium sulphate makes a 
"black" picture as it is observed by the fluoroscope 
and as it passed the painful or "blocked" spot in the 
oesphagus there was no blocking, but an occasional 
spasm occurred. It was this occasional spasm that 
gave the feeling that there was a growth blocking 
the oesphagus. As these spasms are usually caused 
by nervousness and the patient's fear of cancer was 
removed, the painful and blocking symptoms dis- 
appeared. 


In speaking about pain under the breast bone 


being due sometimes to disturbances of the oeso- 
phagus, Dr. W. Ballingcr, Washington, D. C., in An- 
nals of Internal Medicine, says: 


"The oesophagus is a rather silent, uncomplain- 


ing organ, and yet it is often the offender, in pain 
beneath the breast bone. There may be pockets, in- 
flammation, growths, and simple spasm which oc- 
curs regularly, and eacli may produce pain. The 
distress may be only a feeling of pressure, or it may 
be more severe, as n boring or steady pain. It is al- 
ways aggravated by swallowing. Ulcer, growth, or 
other organic disease results in discomfort which is 
increased by eating coarse food or a large piece of 
feed. Warm soft foods are soothing and relieve dis- 
comfort. Iced drinks may cause discomfort if spasm 
is present. The patient describes a feeling as though 
food stopped at a certain point and several swal- 
lows are necessary to move it through." 


The point here is that pain or "distress under 


breast bone, if steady and aggravated by food, may 
be due to a simple spasm or other disturbance o'f 
the oesophagus and not to heart disease.

The sustained drouth of the summer ended several weeks ago but its effects arc still felt in this area and particularly at. the Ashokan Reservoir which supplies New 


. York city with most of its water. Water in both basins of the reservoir has been receding gradually for about a month until it is now at its lowest ebb since 3926 Shown 
above are views of the reservoir taken during the week. At top left is the spillway, a large acreage left exposed as the water gradually declined toward the center of the 
reservoir. At right is another view taken near the same section showing a small pool of water left in a small depressed area in the foreground 
The scene at center left 


is one along the dyke near the dividing weir and shows the water dropped down more than 23 feet from its normal level. The figure at right marks the depth of the water 
earlier in the summer. The view at center right shows the dividing weir with only occasional pools of water on ground that was formerly covered. The bottom left view is 
another near the spillway and that at right is near West Hurley showing many more acres of land which were covered by water earlier in the season.

"A visiting congressman, how- 


ever, failed to receive from him the 
kind of attention he desired and 
thought he deserved, so, upon his 
return to Washington, he set about 
taking his revenge with a consider- 
able subtlety. He introduced a bill 
prohibiting diplomatic officers from 
wearing uniforms, and th» argu- 
ments with which he supported it 
can readily be imagined, for we 
have heard them repeated many 
times since. His proposed law, ex- 
citing little interest or opposition, 
was easily passed and has remained 
to this day unaltered on the statute 
book."

Interstellar Collisions 


Cause Atom 'Showers' 


A Nobel prize winner reports that 


the collision of interstellar energy 
"bullets" and wandering atoms in 
the outer atmosphere is constantly 
showering the earth's surface with 
electrically charged particles known 
as mesotrons. 


Some of the mesotrons, so called 


because they are about midway in 
weight between an electron and the 
nucleus of an atom, disintegrate be- 
lore they reach the ground, but oth- 
ers have been recorded in mines 
several hundred feet deep. 


A report on formation of the mid- 


dleweight particles was made at a 
meeting of the American Fbilosoph- 
Jcal society by Dr. Arthur H. Comp- 
ton, University of Chicago physicist 


Tests have shown, Dr. Compton 


said, that formation of the meso- 
trons increases with altitude Pro- 
duction is almost nonexistent at 
elevations below 14,000 feet With 
recording devices carried aloft by 
airplane, it was found that produc- 
tion becomes readily discernible at 
10,000 feet and becomes abundant 
at 25,000 feet 


The energy bullets whose collision 


with atoms produce the mesotrons 
are cosmic rays, on the nature e< 
which physicists still art divided.

'A* Days Grow Longer 


Cold Grows Stronger* 


According to an old proverb, "As 


the days grow longer, the cold 
grows stronger." After December 
21 the days lengthen and the sun, 
which has been seen farthest south, 
appears farther north each day. 
There are several reasons why our 
coldest weather usually comes after 
this. 
The ground continues for 


many weeks to give out more heat 
than it receives from the sun. As 
snow increases in depth on the 
earth's surface it becomes colder 
at the surface and cools off the air. 
The Far North, during its long win- 
ter night receiving no heat directly 
from the sun, cools off the air above 
it, and this accumulated cold air 
overflows into more southerly re- 
gions. A ft . uays after December 
21, or to be more exact, on January 
2, the earth receives the most heat 
from the sun for we are then near- 
est to it, ooly 91,340,000 miles away, 
as compared to 94,450,000 miles in 
July. 
The Northern hemisphere 


does not, however, get the full ad- 
vantage of this greater intensity of 
the sun In January, for winter days 
are short and the sun's rays slant 
greatly. 
When there is snow on 


the ground, the sunshine we do get 
is largely lost by reflection, and the 
heat that is absorbed is used up in 
melting and evaporating the snow.
